Court Rules Out Individual Liability 





Where building materials ostensibly were sold to a 
corporation, which became bankrupt, could the sup- 
plier hold the defendant individually liable on a 
theory that the corporation was a mere cloak for his 
individual business activity? 

No. The Rhode Island Supreme Court decided that 
in view of fact that supplier’s statements showed an 
account was with corporation, supplier accepted cor- 
poration’s notes in full payment of account and peti- 
tioned corporation into bankruptcy.

A VERITABLE GRAVY-TRAIN FOR DEALERS IN REMODELING AND REBUILDING would appear to be 
already rounding the bend, according to Architectural Forum. In eyes of its 
economists, here's why: remodeling-rebuilding boom is a cinch to occur because 
people who are unhappy in existing cities can no longer move out and "leave old 
messes behind." No frontiers are left — they must remodel and rebuild — and on 
a staggering scale. 


Three factors intensifying such boom tend to reinforce each other: 1. By 1970, US 


population will be 213-million; by 2000, it probably will reach 375-million. 





2. A likely gain in coming decade of from 10-20-million automobiles, and $60- 
billion worth of necessary new highways. 


3. A predicted $500-billion increase in new construction — equal in value, 
though not in bulk — to all existing structures. 


Remodeling and rebuilding are BIG BUSINESS this minute. Government statisticians 
recently estimated that for every $3 spent on new construction, another $1 goes 
for maintenance, repair, and remodeling. 





SOONER DEALERS LEARN WHAT IT'S ALL ABOUT. To inform members and their employees on 
their roles in the National Lumber Manufacturers Assn.'s $1-1/3-million National 
Wood Promotion Program, Oklahoma Lumbermen's Assn. called two regional meetings 
in January — one in Tulsa, another in Oklahoma City.

F. R. Weddington Passes;

Frank Ruel Weddington, presi- 
dent of Wm.
